Last week’s conference in 
London on West German pro- 
blems. has ‘a double impor:

The Allied Con- 
trol Council has not. been 
formally. dissolved. But St

Sokolovsky, the Russian Mili-} 


‘tary Governor, dramatically 
withdrew from its last meet- 
ing on March 20. The’ Pots- 
dam protocol remains in 
theory as the Constitution of 
Germany—during the occupa- 
tton, But in practice it has 
been rendered unworkablefby 
the action and attitude of the 
Soviet authorities. 

Since for all practical pur- 
.|poses there is no four-Power 
machinery, the three Western 
Occypying Powers must de- 
vise a system which will pro- 
vide some: measure of unity 
for the three Western zones. 
For-the ‘alternative would be 
to accept complete partition 
for an indefinite period. 
Something, in. fact, must re- 
| place’ “Potsdam” for the West-

» The principal features of shell 
concrete construction were dis- 
eussed by Mr. H. G.- Cousins, 
BSs. M.LCGE., in a paper Foad 
before a meeting of the Reinforced 
Concreto Association held at the 
Institution: of Civil Engineers, 

Following is a summary of tho 
speoker'’s remarks:— 


, : 

The essential featyre ¢ of shell 
conerete construction is the use 
of sultably stiffened thin conercte 
surfaces to span large areas, The 
use of members subject'to bend-+ 
ing Js uneconomical, since only 
the extreme fibres of the section 
can be stressed to the allowable 
limits, -In shell construction the 
reof covering itself 1s used to 
transmit loads to the supports. 
It does this by means of direct 
forces lying wholly within the 
surface’ of the roof, For this rea- 
son the dead-weight does not in- 
crease appreciably as spans bee 
come larger, the thickness of the 
shell being . determined by con- 
siderations of bucking. This is of 
Particular importance in large 
span structures where the dead- 
weight Is often a considerabid por- 
tion of the local weight to be 
carried, 


Loading Tests. 

Many loading tests have been 
carried .out Gn shell roofing, both 
On models and on full size struc-' 
tures. The defection mensured 
show clearly that these roofs act 


in ‘accordance with theoretial cul- 
culations. : 


« Such tests have been make voth 
with uniform load over the whole 
barrel_or with a load on one side 
Oly of the arch.

“During the year, we handled 
a total of 654 vessels, which dis- 
charged 646,000 tons of cargo. 
Although the total js slightly less 
than for’ 1946, the number of 
vessels shows an incrense af just 
over 50%, which Js a satisfactory 
indication of post-war re-estab- 
Mshment of merchant shipping. 

“We are still able to turn a 
ship round in Hong Kong quicker 
than in most other ports’ 


Reduction Maintained
